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INTRODUCTION

TuE first need of a student engaged in research, whether scientific or humanistic 
(to adopt the ordinary classification), is to ascertain what the literature of his 
subject is, and how he can have access to it. The multiplication of publica- 
tions, and especially of periodicals, and the subdivision of knowledge into 
specialist compartments make this search increasingly difficult. No student 
can personally possess all the literature he requires: the housing of files of 
periodicals is a constant difficulty ; and even the greatest of libraries can often 
only partially meet his needs. Hence the increasing demand for bibliographies 
and clearing-houses of information, which are the labour-saving machinery of 
research. 

The Association of Special Libraries and Information Bureaux, founded 
in 1924, is an attempt to meet this demand. Its underlying principle is 
co-operation, or mutual help, the importance of which to the whole library 
world has been emphasized in the recent Report of the Departmental Com- 
_ mittee on Public Libraries. Its object is to make the resources of all the 
multifarious specialist libraries scattered up and down the country available 
for the general purposes of research, by linking them to a common centre at 
which the inquirer can be directed to the particular reservoir of knowledge of 
which he stands in need. This Directory, to which I have been asked to write 
an introduction, is the first-fruits of the Association’s industry. 

Its character will be evident from a brief inspection, and from the 
editorial prefixed by Mr. G. F. Barwick, whom the Association were fortunate 
enough to secure as General Editor. It is an inventory of collections of 
material in print and manuscript, and other sources of information—not 
complete, since a first issue of such a work can never be complete, but as com- 
plete as the industry of the compilers and the goodwill of those responsible 
for the several libraries have enabled it to be made. No doubt the very 
appearance of such an inventory will provoke accessions to it which will be 
utilized in future editions. Where collections have been overlooked, it is to be 
hoped that they will be offered for inclusion. If any in charge of collections 
of specialized material have held back under the influence of that character- 


istically British individualism and suspicion of co-operation, it is hoped that 
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vi 
their suspicions will be allayed when they are more familiar with the idea 
and that they will be prepared to join in a common movement for the 
common good. 

It will be seen that the scope of the Association is limited to Great Britain 
and Ireland. That is a unit quite sufficiently large for the activities of one 
organization. Its object is to serve the needs of the research worker; to 
tell him where, in the British Isles, he will find the chief collections of the 
literature (British and foreign) of his subject. From those collections he will 
doubtless be able to find his way, if need be, to foreign libraries. The Associa- 
tion is, however, in communication with similar organizations abroad. In 
particular it has established close relations with the International Institute of 
Intellectual Co-operation, founded by the League of Nations, with its head- 
quarters in Paris, with which it keeps closely in touch on any problems 
of an international character arising out of its work. It is also in touch 
with kindred organizations in America, Holland, and Denmark, and assuredly 
this web of international co-operation will continue to grow. 

The fear is sometimes expressed that all this complex machinery may 
defeat its own end. The universal bibliographies which some desire are likely 
to break down through their own weight. The bulk of such work would be 
crushing, its ramifications bewildering ; it is almost impossible that it should 
be up to date, and the research worker is in danger of being delayed as much as 
he is helped by it. From this danger the present Directory, so far as I can judge, 
is free. It is not a bibliography of universal knowledge, but merely a guide 
to tell the worker where special collections dealing with his subject are to 
be found. There he can search for the special bibliographies of his subject, if 
he needs them. 

Mutual help, the purging of suspicion, the abnegation of selfishness, are 
the great needs of the world to-day, and not least in the sphere of research. 
In helping one another we need not fear that we shall not be helping ourselves. 
It is in this spirit and with this hope that I desire to commend to all whom 
it concerns the Association of Special Libraries and Information Bureaux, 
and this the first edition of its Directory. .

(ii) By Str ERNEST RUTHERFORD, O.M., D.Sc., President of the Royal 
Society, Cavendish Professor of Experimental Physics, and Director 
of the Cavendish Laboratory, University of Cambridge. 


THE complexity and variety of sources of scientific information is indicated 
by a glance at the recent “‘ World List of Scientific Periodicals,” containing the 
titles of some 25,000 publications in which are recorded the results of scientific 
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research ; in the absence of a similar list for subjects other than scientific, 
one can but guess at the vast number of periodicals that are published for 
the whole range of human knowledge. Centres of information ranging from 
Government Departments, Institutions, Libraries, Societies and Associations 
of all kinds to individual collectors and experts exist on every side. While 
the expert may be assumed to be cognizant of sources of importance in his own 
field, it is clearly desirable if not essential that there should be a general key 
indicating where one should turn for information in any sphere of knowledge. 
It is in response to this very need that the Association of Special Libraries 
and Information Bureaux has been formed. Astrp is essentially a clearing- 
house for sources of specialized information, its members consisting of associa- 
tions and individuals whose professional work necessitates their making use 
of sources of information the mere existence of many of which is often not 
known to the layman. 

With its convenient arrangement under subject headings, the ASLIB 
Directory should prove a most useful finger-post to those who appreciate the 
necessity for knowing precisely where information of a specialized character 
may be obtained. Circumstances have necessitated the publication of this 
book within a limited space of time, and it has therefore been impossible for 
the General Editor, Mr. G. F. Barwick, to get into effective touch with all the 
thousands of sources, actual and potential, that exist in this country. The 
wealth of material with which contact has already been established is, however, 
indicated in the pages that follow. 

I understand that the Association is contemplating the possibility of 
issuing a revised edition of the Directory in due course ; in the interim the 
material will be kept up to date in the office files, and will be available for 
consultation and use by members of Asis. It is greatly to be hoped that 
those in charge of sources of information (whatever the title) will co-operate by 
notifying the Association of lacunae, and thus facilitate that interchange of 
specialized information the importance of which is coming to be so generally 
recognized. 

The Association has already a large list of members and associates, includ- 
ing representatives of many of the more important weds of information 
available. It is to be hoped that scientific men as a whole will take an active 
interest in this important development, for the ultimate usefulness and success 
of the undertaking depends largely on the co-operation of all classes of the 
community. The Association is to be congratulated on its energy and enthu- 
siasm in promoting an undertaking which cannot but prove of great usefulness

EDITORIAL 


THE genesis of this Directory is to be found in the preface to the Report of 
the Proceedings of the First Conference on Special Libraries and Information 
Bureaux, held in 1924, and I cannot do better than quote the following passage : 


“The Conference proved so successful that it was decided to ensure the continued 
co-operation of interests represented, and to this end a representative Standing Committee 
was appointed. This Committee was fortunate at an early stage in securing the assistance 
of the Carnegie United Kingdom Trustees, who, with typical foresight, recognized the 
importance of co-ordinating existing information services and of providing facilities whereby 
inquirers might be directed to appropriate sources. The financial support thus generously 
provided will enable the Association . . . to explore the field of existing specialized 
libraries and information bureaux and prepare a comprehensive Directory.”’ 


In pursuance of this project a short “ Tentative Subject List of special 
libraries, special collections, information bureaux and other sources of informa- 
tion on specific subjects in Great Britain and Ireland”’ was drawn up by the 
Honorary Secretary, Mr. A. F. Ridley, from data collected by the Organizing 
Secretary, Mr. G. W. Keeling, and laid before the Second Conference in 1925. 
This was approved and is the model upon which the subject section in the 
Directory has been compiled. 

In June 1926 I was asked to accept the post of General Editor, under 
the direction of the Editorial Board, with the assistance of Miss E. 8. Durrad, 
whose experience in the compilation of an important work of reference was a 
guarantee of a high standard of accuracy and arrangement. 

After the necessary preliminary discussion, a questionnaire was drawn 
up of which some six thousand copies were sent out. The response was on 
the whole satisfactory, though the necessary information was seldom secured 
without further correspondence. 

Having approached the general libraries and the special libraries of the 
Departments of State, Societies and Institutions, we turned to the more difficult 
portion of the Association’s activities—information bureaux. Questionnaires 
were clearly useless in these cases, and the approach could only be made by special 
letters with adequate explanations of the object in view. As a result it has 
been possible to give particulars of a number of trade associations prepared 
to supply non-confidential information, but while the original intention had 
been to include all individuals and firms possessing specialized information, the 


returns were so inadequate that the Editorial Board decided to restrict the

ae a . available to Members. Information bureaux, not 
__ epee co ec ions of material, and existing only to give informa- 

or ercial basis, have not been included, but particulars of these 
are similarly available. One or two important institutions have been omitted 
by their special request. 

Had time been available for more systematic approach to specialists, the 
entries under many headings might have been increased both in number and 
importance, but the work is still being carried on and it is hoped that experts 
who find desirable references are lacking will send particulars to ASLIB. 

The number of volumes contained in general collections given occasionally 
in the location entries is merely an indication of the extent of those libraries. 

The variety and multitude of records in the Public Record Office and in 
the independent archival collections which this country possesses, including 
some of the largest and most important series of documents in Europe, rendered 
it impossible in this edition to give detailed information under separate headings ; 
users of this book are therefore asked to refer to the note under “ Archives and 
Documents” where a short list is given of the guides and reference books where 
this information is summarized. 

The Directory is divided into three sections. 1. Entries under subject 
headings, in alphabetical order, each item being referenced to the town or place, 
followed by the address at which the information is available. To many head- 
ings in this section the titles of periodicals and journals, with their publishers, 
are appended. These periodicals provide up-to-date information, and in many 
cases approach may be made to the Editors, who will often gladly assist in 
indicating appropriate sources if no serious call upon their time is involved. 
2. Towns and places referred to in Section 1. These are similarly arranged in 
alphabetical order, and the times and methods of obtaining the information 
are indicated. 3. Index of the personal names attached to collections, giving 
the subjects under which the collections are entered and also the column 
numbers. 

The collections on local matters in the Public Libraries are in general 
excellent, clearly arranged, and well indexed; and the librarians are usually 
able to supply information about them at short notice. The value of these 
collections is not sufficiently recognized by students of local history. 

Some very small provincial collections have been occasionally included, 
as likely to be of service to workers within easy reach of them. 

When the function of an Institution is to give information on specific 
subjects, entries have been made accordingly, although such Institutions 
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(e.g. Consular Offices, etc.) may not be able, owing to lack of bibliographical 
equipment, to answer all inquiries satisfactorily. 

Bibliographies—those invaluable aids to research—find no place in the 
scheme of the Directory, which is designed to indicate not the existence of 
particular books, but the localities where collections of books and material are 
to be found, and the conditions under which they are accessible. 

The practical work has been most ably carried out by Miss Durrad, and, 
during the last six months, by Miss M. G. Warren, who has seen the entire 
work through the press. 

Special thanks are due to Mr. E. W. Hulme for most valuable help in 
selecting appropriate subject headings, and for much actual work in indicating 
and personally approaching additional sources; to Lt.-Colonel L. Newcombe, 
who placed the information contained in his ‘‘ University and College Libraries 
of Great Britain and Ireland” at my disposal, and to Mr. R. A. Rye for similar 
information contained in his ‘‘ Guide to the Libraries of London” (third edition 
1927); to Mr. H. Jenkinson for notes on the contents of the Public Record 
Office; to Mr. B. M. Headicar for assistance in the preparation of “ Press” 
headings ; to Mr. G. H. Palmer for excellent notes of the many collections in 
the library of the Victoria and Albert Museum ; to Mr. R. E. W. Flower for help 
in the heading “ Manuscripts” ; and to Mr. R. A. Peddie for reading the proofs 
of the Subject and Location Sections and suggesting additions and alterations.
